For us the message is very important. The music can highlight what the lyrics 
are suggesting. If music was the main thing,I doubt we would have been going as 
long as we have. Music though is a good medium to get across to a wider spectrum 
of individuals. We do not make a conscious effort to improve our music,we play 
what we feel is right for us to do to get our message across. 


There will be very little of the old set. We are concentrating on new material,it 
definetly though has a bit of a more seatler(not sure what that word was but that's 
what I thought it said) feel to it,with loving the importance of our message. The 
older songs that we still do include "Another subversive peace song'","Warfear'and 
"Hiroshimas". 


f ever a fight broke out at one of your &igs,how would you deal with it? 


Different situations cause different reactions. As in the case of violence at our - 
gigs the main thing is to root out the minority who are causing the tension(it 
usually is only the few)and dealing with it is up to each individual,not through 
violence. We are all strongly opposed to all forms of violence,you defend yourself, 
without taking & violent action. Defending oneself and becoming the aggressor is 2 
very different concepts. A lot of the time violence can be avverted if you are 
prepared to confront individuals who may want to cause trouble. Gigs time and time 
again have been wrecked due to reople not taking a collective responsibility to 

Stop violence. We have had violence at 2 of our gigs and each time we Stopped 
playing and stopped the trouble. We can only hope that other responsible individuals 
can ieee unite with us to stop violence at gigs.
